NOTE. 

I HAVE endeavoured, in the following detailed list, to give an 
idea of the class of works my library is richest in, to the 
peculiarities of many of which I have given special attention. 
Every year it is becoming more difficult to find copies (in fine 
condition) of the large series of illustrated books published 
between 1835 and 1870 ; and comprising the works of Dickens, 
Thackeray, Albert Smith, A Beckett, Maxwell, Lever, Ains- 
worth, and TroUope. That the demand for such works is 
steadily on the increase is proved by comparing catalogue prices 
of 1880 with those of the present time; and this increase in 
value has been caused in a great measure by almost unlimited 
orders &om American collectors. 

In regard to the works of William and Bobert Chambers, it 

may be stated that only a certain number are rare or in any 

request ; but I have catalogued my set m extenso, as a possible 

guide to other collectors, and probably the most complete list 

yet published.
